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Volunteers  Join 
Fight  On  Thugs 

Air  Raid  Wardens  and  Aux- 
iliary Police — 75,000  strong — 
have  joined  with  Philadelphia’s 
regular  police  force  in  a fight 
against  thugs  who  are  attacking 
and  robbing  war  workers,  par- 
ticularly women,  on  the  city’s 
streets. 

Patrolling  the  streets  at  night, 
when  factory  shifts  are  chang- 
ing, the  volunteers  work  in 
pairs,  armed  with  police  riot 
sticks.  They  have  the  general 
powers  granted  to  any  citizen 
to  make  arrests  for  crimes  com- 
mitted within  their  view. 

“All  of  these  volunteers  have 
been  trained  in  police  methods 
by  the  faculty  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Police  College,”  said 
Inspector  John  J.  Knecht,  who 
is  Deputy  Chief  Air  Raid  War- 
den. “They  work  in  uniform 
and  for  that  reason  help  to  dis- 
courage criminals  from  acting.” 

The  use  of  Civilian  Defense 
volunteers  was  arranged  by 
Judge  Harry  S.  McDevitt,  Ex- 
ecutive Director  of  the  city’s 
Council  of  Defense.  The  men 
operate  under  the  commanding 
officer  of  each  police  district. 
In  addition,  a number  of  air 
raid  posts  have  established  es- 
cort squads  near  war  plants. 


5 PLANT  SCHOOLS 
TO  BE  CONDUCTED 

Tentative  dates  for  five  more 
Plant  Protection  Schools  similar 
to  the  one  held  in  York  on  May 
5 and  6 were  announced  this 
week  by  Ray  F.  Riegelmeier, 
Plant  Protection  Officer  of  the 
SCD. 

The  places  and  dates  are: 
Harrisburg  June  3-4;  Pittsburgh 
June  8-9;  Philadelphia  June  17- 
18;  Wilkes-Barre  July  7-8;  and 
Erie  July  13-14. 

Speakers  will  be  supplied  by 
the  Third  Civilian  Defense 
Region  Headquarters,  but  local 
Plant  Protection  Officers  are  re- 
sponsible for  contacting  indus- 
tries to  stimulate  attendance. 
The  York  school  was  attended 
by  60. 

Commenting  on  the  State  Re- 
sponsibility List,  Riegelmeier 
said  there  are  many  more  plants 
eligible  to  be  placed  on  this  list 
and  he  urged  that  plants  not 
aware  of  the  plan  be  informed. 


Child  Care  Plans 
Made  As  CD  Acts 
Pass  Legislature 

New  plans  clarifying  the 
Child  Care  program  and  setting 
up  standards  for  operation  and 
personnel  of  Centers  were  pre- 
pared by  the  SCD  this  week 
following  the  signing  by  Gov- 
ernor Martin  of  the  Child  Care 
Act  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

Before  adjourning,  the  Legis- 
lature also  passed  the  other 
major  Civilian  Defense  bill — a 
measure  strengthening  the  au- 
thority of  the  State  Council — 
and  sent  it  to  the  Governor’s 
desk. 

A third  bill,  amending  the  Air- 
Raid  Precautions  Act  to  make 
fines  levied  under  its  provisions 
payable  to  local  political  sub- 
divisions, also  was  passed  and 
sent  to  the  Governor. 

To  Help  In  Field 

Assistance  and  advice  for 
Councils  of  Defense  establishing 
Child  Care  Centers  will  be  pro- 
vided by  three  field  representa- 
tives who  will  be  added  to  the 
SCD  Child  Care  Bureau,  under 
Mrs.  Benjamin  Ludlow,  director. 
They  will  work  in  the  eastern, 
central  and  western  areas  of  the 
State. 

While  local  financing  of  Cen- 
ters is  strongly  urged  wherever 
possible,  the  State  Council  will 
facilitate  the  processing  of  ap- 
plications for  Federal  Lanham 
Act  funds  by  assigning  a worker 
to  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  this  pur- 
pose.

A warning  that  “now  is  the 
critical  period  for  enemy  air 
raids”  was  sounded  this  week 
by  Col.  Lynn  G.  Adams,  Chief 
of  Protective  Services  for  the 
SCD. 

“If  we  are  to  be  raided,  it  will 
probably  be  within  the  next 
three  or  four  months,”  he  said. 
“Not  only  are  weather  condi- 
tions becoming  favorable  now, 
but  the  Axis  has  a morale  prob- 
lem, due  to  recent  reverses,  and 
will  try  to  strike  our  cities  if  it 
can. 

“This  means  that  we  must  be 
more  than  ever  alert.  All  our

State  Goal  Set 
For  Rescue  Units 

Touched  off  by  a demonstra- 
tion and  official  sponsorship,  the 
campaign  for  more  Rescue 
Squads  in  Pennsylvania  is  pro- 
ceeding with  “full  steam  ahead” 
toward  an  ultimate  goal  of  one 
trained  squad  for  each  5,000 
population. 

The  demonstration  was  given 
at  the  state-wide  meeting  in 
Harrisburg  April  29  by  a ten- 
man  squad  from  Northampton 
County.  Using  equipment  car- 
ried in  thi-ee  trucks,  the  veteran 
squad  put  on  both  an  indoor 
and  an  outdoor  exhibition. 

‘Good  Example’ 

The  exhibition  drew  enthusi- 
astic praise  from  SDC  Director 
Hutchinson  and  visiting  officials 


long  and  tedious  preparations 
will  igo  for  naught  if  we  are 
caught  off  guard.” 

Adams  also  commented  on  re- 
ports of  lack  of  harmony  be- 
tween Air  Raid  Wardens  and 
Auxiliary  Police  which  have 
been  sent  to  him  from  some 
localities,  and  declared  that  local 
leaders  should  straighten  out 
such  problems. 

“Ninety  per  cent  of  all  Civil- 
ian Defense  operations  are  local 
problems,”  he  said,  “and  while 
all  problems  follow  the  same 
general  pattern,  rarely  are  there

Council  Appoints 
Separate  Leaders 
For  Two  Services 

The  program  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense  was  reor- 
ganized into  two  distinct  divi- 
sions and  a chief  designated  for 
each  at  a meeting  of  the  Council 
last  week. 

Col.  Lynn  G.  Adams,  who  has 
served  as  Chief  Air  Raid  Ward- 
en since  March,  was  named 
Chief  of  Protective  Services, 
and  Mrs.  Worthington  Scranton, 
only  woman  member  of  the 
Council,  w-as  appointed  Chief  of 
War  Services. 

The  War  Services  division  in- 
cludes all  of  the  non-protective 
programs,  such  as  Victory 
Gardens  and  Child  Care.  "This 
means,”  said  Mrs.  Scranton,  wffio 
previously  was  Director  of 
Women’s  Activities,  “that  there 
no  longer  is  any  division  be- 
tween men’s  and  women’s  ac- 
tivities, but  only  between  pro- 
tective and  non-protective  serv- 
ices.” 

Administrative  Work 

Staff  activities  not  coming 
within  the  two  divisions  are  as- 
signed to  an  Administrative 
Section.  These  include  finances, 
research,  training,  publicity,  and 
supplies. 

The  reorganized  staff  is 
headed  by  an  executive  council, 
composed  of  Executive  Director 
Hutchison,  Deputy  Director 
Hamilton  and  the  chiefs  of  the 
two  divisions. 

In  another  action,  the  Council 
authorized  a survey  of  absen- 
teeism in  Pennsylvania  indus- 
tries. to  be  conducted  by  Nor- 
man Howard,  former  Pittsburgh 
labor  leader  who'  is  new  at- 
tached to  the  Governor’s  Office. 

Approval  was  give.n  to  the 
nomination  of  members  of  OPA 
Price  Panels  by  Councils  of  De- 
fense, in  the  same  manner  that 
the  Councils  now  nominate 
members  of  War  Price  and  Ra- 
tioning Boards. 

The  reservation  was  made, 
however,  that  “at  no  time  shall 
those  nominated  by  Civilian  De- 
fense be  used  for  inspection  of 
retail  stores  or  any  kind  of  rou- 
tine inspection  save  that  of  fol- 
lowing up  and  dealing  with 
specific  complaints  received  by 
Panel  Boards.”

per  Center  will  be  available 
from  a $187,500  State  allocation, 
now  pending,  to  Councils  that 
cannot  obtain  the  funds  locally. 

The  standards  for  operation 
of  Centers  have  been  drawn  up 
after  consultation  with  other 
State  departments,  particularly 
the  Welfare  Department,  and 
will  be  promulgated  under  au- 
thority granted  in  the  Child 
Care  Act. 

In  the  other  major  Civilian 
Defense  measure  passed,  the 
State  Council  is  given  authority 
to  promulgate  and  enforce  rules 
relating  to  Control  Centers  and 
many  other  activities.  A fine  of 
up  to  $50  or  imprisonment  up 
to  30  days  is  provided  for  the 
first  non-compliance,  and  stiffer 
penalties  for  subsequent  of- 
fenses. 

The  measure  was  adopted  in 
the  form  of  amendments  to  the 
original  State  Council  of  De- 
fense Act.  It  gives  the  State 
Council  specific  authority  in  the 
fields  of  Salvage,  promotion  of 
the  rationing  and  price  control 
programs,  and  other  civilian  war 
programs. 


DEFENSE  CORPS  LEADS 

ELEVEN-DAY  SEARCH 

An  11 -day  search  for  the  body 
of  a child  drowned  in  a creek 
at  Lew'istown  was  carried  out  by 
local  Citizens  Defense  Corps 
members  in  cooperation  with 
Juniata  County  members  and 
volunteer  firemen.  Zone  Ward- 
en Arthur  Anderson  wms  in 
charge. 

After  a continuous  watch 
along  12  miles  of  waterway,  the 
body  was  found  by  an  auxiliary 
policeman.  A reward  of  $100 
had  been  subscribed  by  Civilian 
Defense  and  service  club  groups.

two  that  require  identical  treat- 
ment, due  to  differences  in  per- 
sonnel distribution,  geographical 
environment,  and  distribution 
of  population  and  industries. 

“In  one  locality  it  may  be 
advisable  to  have  an  Air  Raid 
Warden  perform  a certain  task 
while  in  others  it  may  be  de- 
sirable that  an  Auxiliary  Police- 
man be  given  the  responsibility. 
The  local  leadership  makes  the 
decisions  which  determine  the 
matter.” 

When  a question  arises  at  the 
scene  of  action,  members  of 
different  units  of  the  Citizens 
Defense  Corps  should  agree 
promptly  on  which  one  shall 
perform  the  task,  Adams  said. 

“Both  Auxiliary  Police  and 
Wardens  are  instructed  to  mark 
out  and  rope  off  areas'  where  an 
unexploded  bomb  has  fallen,” 
he  explained.  “This  is  just  one 
of  the  instances  where,  if  both 
groups  are  present,  they  must 
decide  which  one  will  do  the 
job.” 

As  a general  rule.  Air  Raid 
Wardens  should  avoid  police 
work  as  much  as  possible, 
Adams  said,  adding  that  it 
would  be  helpful  to  both  groups 
to  study  the  other’s  manual  so 
as  to  be  able  to  give  more  in- 
telligent cooperation. 


SPRING  SCRAP  DRIVE 

REPORTS  DUE  SOON 

This  week  was  “Mop  Up 
Week”  in  Pennsylvania’s  Spring 
Scrap  Collection,  with  final  re- 
ports due  from  all  county  Sal- 
vage committees  on  May  31. 
The  drive  closed  May  22  after 
being  extended  three  weeks. 

The  SCD  Advisory  Salvage 
Committee,  meanwhile,  asked 
Pennsylvania  to  collect  1,500,000 
pounds  of  waste  fats  each  month 
and  assigned  quotas  to  each 
county.  The  highest  quota  is 
280,000  pounds  for  Philadelphia. 


SHIMER  APPOINTED  AS 
TRANSPORTATION  OFFICER 

Frank  Shimer,  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Motor  Transportation 
of  the  State  Public  Utility  Com- 
mission, has  been  appointed 
State  Transportation  Officer  for 
the  SCD.

“We  have  not  yet  won  this 
war  and  we  must  not  withhold 
any  human  effort  in  fighting  it,” 
said  the  President.  “Every  man, 
woman  and  child  must  con- 
tinue to  realize  that  this  is,  an 
individual,  as  well  as  a national, 
hattle  and  must  continue  to 
understand  the  need  for  accel- 
erated activities  in  the  discharge 
of  these  important  Civilian  De- 
fense duties.”

Announcing  that  there  would 
be  no  advane-  notice  of  future 
drills,  SCD  Director  Hutchison 
i declared  that  this  “will  create 
a great  deal  more  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  Citizens  Defense 
I Corps  and  also  will  eliminate 
speculation  on  the  part  of  the 
public.” 

Previously,  the  public  was 
advised  that  a drill  would  be 
called  sometime  within  a speci- 
fied period.

Thanks  to  the  Junior  Com- 
mandos, Indiana  County  has 
collected  1580  pounds  of  silk 
hosiery,  70,000  pounds  of  tin 
cans,  and  5,000  pounds  of 
fats — and  is  still  going  strong. 

Moreover,  the  County’s 
schoolrooms  have  taken  on  a 
military  air,  with  ten  lieuten- 
ant colonels,  30  majors,  500 
captains  and  many  lesser 
officers  proudly  wearing  felt 
insignia,  awarded  for  vary- 
ing amounts  of  scrap  col- 
lected.

of  the  OCD.  “This  is  a good 
example  of  what  can  be  done,” 
said  Dr.  Hutchison.  “We  have 
got  to  have  actual,  working  Res- 
cue Squads— not  just  squads  on 
paper.” 

Directed  by  Theodore  White- 
sell.  the  Northampton  rescue 
organization  comprises  more 
than  300  trained  men,  well- 
equipped  with  trucks  and  tools. 

Other  rescue  groups  that  are 
similarly  far  advanced  have 
come  to  light  since  the  meeting. 
They  include  groups  in  Alle- 
gheny, Columbia,  Beaver  and 
Lawrence  counties.  Philadelphia 
Metropolitan  District  counties 
have  been  asked  by  Mayor 
Bernard  Samuel  to  put  special 
emphasis  on  rescue  squads. 

Comments  by  OCD  officials  at 
the  state  meeting  included: 

Maj.  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant,  HI— 
“Civilian  Defense  volunteers 
won’t  be  ready  for  air  raids 
unless  they  have  been  going 
through  the  actual  motions. 
People  must  be  rescued  not  only 
from  burning  buildings  but  from 
heavy  stone  and  masonry  struc- 
tures. The  rescue  service  must 
be  ready  to  do  this  job.” 

Col.  Simon  H.  Ash — “Nothing 


would  hurt  the  morale  of  our 
soldiers  more  than  to  have  an 
attack  at  home  and  have  the 
victims  not  properly  rescued 
and  cared  for.  Nothing  could 
help  morale  more  in  Pennsyl- 
vania than  to  have  a Rescue 
Squad  program  which  would  be 
a model  for  the  nation.” 

Dr.  George  S.  Baehr — “The 
medical  service,  important  as  it 
is,  comes  after  rescue.  Often 
the  two  go  hand  in  hand.  Per- 
sons caught  in  crushed  buildings 
need  the  aid  of  doctors  as  soon 
as  a rescue  squad  reaches  them.” 

Col.  Ash,  veteran  mine 
safety  engineer  in  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Mines,  was  named  as 
Chief  of  the  OCD  Rescue  Sec- 
tion shortly  before  the  Harris- 
burg meeting,  and  he  left  after- 
ward for  Britain  to  make  a first- 
hand study.  Dr.  Baehr  heads  the 
OCD  Medical  Division. 

A table  of  equipment  needed 
for  Rescue  Squads  and  advice 
on  how  to  set  up  the  squads  was 
sent  to  all  Councils  of  Defense 
last  week  by  Fire  Coordinator 
Charles  E.  Clark,  who  is  in 
charge  of  rescue  work  for  the 
SCD.  Plans  are  being  made  to 
furnish  instructors  to  assist  in 
training  new  squads. 


ERIE  BLOOD  BANK 
SHOWS  FORESIGHT 

Erie  County’s  success  in  build- 
ing up  two  blood  plasma  banks 
of  300  units  each  is  attributed 
by  Dr.  Paul  Dodds,  former  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  SCD,  to 
foresight  in  getting  the  support 
of  all  interested  groups. 

“A  meeting  of  all  parties,  in- 
cluding the  two  hospitals,  the 
City  Health  Department,  County 
Commissioners,  County  Medical 
Society,  and  local  labor  and 
management,  was  called  by  the 
County  Chief  of  Emergency 
Medical  Service,”  said  Dr. 
Dodds. 

“The  City  Council  and  County- 
Commissioners  agreed  to  share 
the  cost  of  installing  and  operat- 
ing a plasma  bank  in  each  hos- 
pital, and  labor  and  manage- 
ment agreed  to  help  obtain 
blood  donors.” 

The  600  plasma  units  now 
available  are  in  addition  to  200 
dry  plasma  units  supplied  by 
the  OCD.

Highlight  of  last  Sunday’s 
celebration  was  a speech  by 
OCD  Director  James  M.  Landis 
in  Schenley  Park,  Pittsburgh, 
Other  cities,  including  Phila- 
delphia and  Harrisburg,  had 
parades  and  open-air  meetings. 
Adj.  Gen.  R.  M.  Vail  spoke  at  the 
28th  Division  Memorial  Services 
in  Boalsburg. 

In  Cameron  County,  several 
ministers  devoted  their  sermons 
to  “I  Am  An  American  Day,” 
using  material  sent  out  by  the 
SCD  Speakers  Bureau. 

Allentown  had  its  observance 
on  May  12,  since  that  was  the 
date  set  for  naturalization  of 
115  aliens  in  Lehigh  County 
Court.  A band  concert  was 
given  on  the  Courthouse  lawn, 
and  the  American  Legion  pro- 
vided a color  guard  for  the  new 
citizens. 

In  his  proclamation  for  Flag 
Day,  June  14,  Governor  Martin 
called  upon  Councils  of  Defense 
to  “participate  by  appropriate 
means  in  a general  and  world- 
wide celebration.” 


ENROLLMENT  GAINS 

A gain  cf  38,000  in  Civilian 
Defense  volunteers  during  April 
brought  Pennsylvania’s  com- 
bined enrollment  in  the  Citizens 
Defense  Corps  and  Civilian  War 
Services  to  1,192,426. 

The  Defense  Corps  total  on 
May  1 was  603,133  and  the  War 
Services  total  589,293.  The  lat- 
ter was  based  on  reports  from 
only  35  counties. 


DRIVERS  TRAINED  TO 

SERVE  IN  EMERGENCY 

If  a real  war  emergency  comes 
to  Pennsylvania,  trained  drivers 
will  be  available  to  handle 
movement  of  evacuees,  troops 
or  supplies  without  any  disas- 
trous highway  confusion  such 
as  preceded  the  fall  of  France. 

The  first  of  these  drivers, 
drawn  from  70  trucking,  bus 
and  oil  companies,  completed  a 
week’s  training  at  Indiantown 
Gap  an  May  15  and  returned 
home  to  instruct  several  thou- 
sand fellow  employes. 

A feature  of  the  training  was 
a convoy  trip  to  Harrisburg, 
where  the  trainees  were  greeted 
at  the  Capitol  by  Governor 
Martin  and  SCD  Director  Hut- 
chison. The  participating  com- 
panies have  agreed  to  make 
their  personnel  and  equipment 
available  at  the  call  of  the 
Army,  Navy  or  OCD.

DODDS,  MEHRING 
LEAVE  SCD  POSTS 

Dr.  Paul  Dodds,  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  the  SCD,  has  resigned 
to  devote  full  time  to  his  duties 
in  the  State  Department  of 
Health,  and  Richard  A.  Mehring, 
Regional  Representative,  was 
granted  a military  leave  of  ab- 
sence. 

Both  men  were  commended 
for  their  services  in  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  State  Council. 
Mehring,  who  had  represented 
the  Council  in  Region  3 since 
June,  1941,  was  inducted  into 
the  Army  this  month. 

Succeeding  Dr.  Dodds  as  Chief 
Medical  Officer  is  Dr.  Edgar  E. 
Shifferstine,  of  Tamaqua,  previ- 
ously Dodds’  deputy.  He  is  a 
former  Chief  Surgeon  and 
Superintendent  of  Coaldale 
State  Hospital  and  a past  presi- 
dent of  the  Hospital  Association 
of  Pennsylvania.  He  also  rep- 
resents the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
Service  in  this  State. 


CAP  TRANSFERRED 

Transfer  of  the  Civil  Air 
Patrol  from  the  OCD  to  the 
War  Department  was  described 
by  an  Army  spokesman  as  “rec- 
ognition of  a job  well  done.” 
The  transfer  was  announced  this 
month.
